ot 6"0,ftpO ton», .or 11 per cent, wheu 
compared with'the week preceding. 
•" A decrease was to be expected, how- 
ever, because of the occurrence of 
Mitchell Day, April 1. widely cele- 
brated as a holiday in the union min- 
ing districts. 
How much of the de- 


cline In output was duo to -the pres- 
ence of this holiday and of Eitstor 
Monday, and how much .to a further 
ilackening In demand, is uncertain. 
Over tho country as a whole the two 
d.iys seem to have counted (or about 
one nnd a half normal working days. 


The total bituminous output for the 


coal.rtar ended- March 31, 1021, Is es- 
timated »t 622,458,000 net tons. Pro- 
duction In the 'coal year 1920-21 ex- 
ceeded any ojf the pre-war years and 
waa not far ohort of the war years 
themselves. 
This was accomplished 


by th» high .rate of production attain- 
ed In the last five months of 1920, 
which offset In'part the depression of 
February and March.
